Steamboat Quicksilver. 


Mr. James Delavan, the Virginia 


City correspondent of the New York 
Mining Record, gives that paper the 
following particulars of what is going 
on at Steamboat: 


The Steamboat Springs Quicksilver 


Mining Company have put in opera- 
tion the new furnaces, for distilling 
metallic quicksilver from the cinna 
bar, which havs proved a success. 
The owners have 120 acres of ground, 
about a mile and a half west of the 
Steamboat Springs. The ledge, or 
deposit, has been opened in several 
places, embracing a distance of 3,000 
feet, in nearly a north and south di- 
rection, and has the appearance of 
being fifteen or twenty feet in width. 
The chemical form of the mineral is, 
mercury 3C.21, sulphur 13.79. 


So thoroughly have the furnaces 


been gotten under control for distil- 
lation, that three-fourths of one per 
cent, will pay very well; and, as the 
ore they are working will run from 
one and 3 half to two per cent., the 
amount of metallic quicksilver pro- 
duced will be only a question of fur- 
nace capacity. Formerly, ore below 
ten per cent., was considered second 
class, without remunerative results. 
Therefore, it may be seen what grea 
economy has been effected in the 
form of furnaces, when so low a per 
centage will give satisfactory returns 
The Superiutendent states, that it 
took him a great while to divest his 
mind of the idea that quicksilvei 
never occurred in paying quantities, 
unless in ft heavy-spar 
formation, 


which was the character of that at 
the new Almaden mine, in California, 
containing very rich cinnabar. Of
